Battles Bull With Penknife 


Lewes, Del., May 31—The rural 
epic of an unwilling Sussex county 
matador, 
who

escaped 
death in a fight with a farm-yard 
bull which had attacked him, was 
revealed Wednesday by Harry 
F. 
Carpenter, 38, after recovering suf­ 
ficiently to tell the actual details 
of the encounter of nearly one week 
ago. 
Mr. Carpenter has been lying since 
in a serious condition, under medi­ 
cal care, at his farm, about three 
miles from Lewes, with three broken 
ribs, a fractured and lacerated right 
arm and possible internal injuries.
